Small  Proportion  of  Total 
Acreage  Is  Now  Under  Cul- 
tivation, According  to  Re- 
port of  Department, 


OTTAWA.  May  21.— The  potential 
agricultural  resources  of  Canada  are 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  not  more 
than  2. «  per  cent  of  the  total  land  area 
of,  the  nine  provinces  is  now  under 
cultivation.  This  is  one  of  the  inter- 
esting statements  in  a  bulletin  just 
issued  by  the  census  and  statistic*! 
branch  of  the  Department  of  Trade 
and   Commerce. 

The  total  land  area  of  the  nine  pro- 
vinces is  placed  at  1.401.  acres. 
Th,-  urey  Of  farm  land 
according  to  census  figures,  was  loy,777,- 
085  acres.  It  is  estimated  that  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  nine  provinces, 
as  at  present  constituted,  there  is  a 
total  cultivable  area  of  440,951,000 
acres.  This,  it  will  he  noted,  is  only 
31  per  cent  of  the  total  land  area,  and 
takes  ho  account  of  forest  and  swamp 
londs  Which  may  be  ultimately  tilled, 
or  of  northern  areas,  of  which  the 
agricultural  possibilities  are  at  present 
unknown,  because  unexplored  and  un- 
surveyed.  The  area  under  cultivation 
is  given  as  36,000,000  acres.  Only 
about  31  per  cent  of  the  area  now  oc- 
cupied as  farm  land  is  at  present 
under  cultivation,  while,  as  noted 
above,  only  2.6  per  cent  of  the  total 
land  area  is  occupied  for  agricultural 
purposes. 

In  Prince  Edward  Island  8«.01  per 
cent  of  the  total  land  area  is  occupied 
as  farm  land,  while  ninety  per  cent  is 
estimated  as  being  possible  for  culti- 
\  a  lion. 

In  Nova  Scotia,  38.83  per  cent  Is 
occupied  as  farm  land,  with  60  per 
Cent  cultivable. 

la. Quebec,  3.52  per  cent,  with  10  per 
cent   cultivable. 

in  Ontario  9-37  per  cent  is  occupied, 
with  2ii  per  cent  cultivable;  Manitoba 
8.33  per  cent  and  50  per  cent;  Saskat- 
nt  18.39  per  cent  and  60  per  cent; 
Alberta  10.96  percent  and  65  per  ceni. 
In  Uritlsh  Columbia  only  1.12  per  cent 
is  occupied,  with  20  per  cent  cultivable. 


When  the  motion  for  the  third  read- 
ing was  made  Lord  Robert  Cecil  moved 
the  adjournment  of  the  debate  because

LONDON,  Alay  21.— Public  opinion  Is 
thoroughly  nauseated  by  tho  Incidents 
which '  attended  today's  raid  of  the 
militant  suffragettes  on  Buckingham 
Palace.  Never  before  was  violence  used 
by  tin-  police  on  the  suffragettes,  and 
it  was  most  significant  that  no  matter 
how  hard  they  hit.  they  had  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  crowd.

Tho 
women  who  were  arrested,  and  those 
who  are  In  hospital  as  a  result  of  their 
injuries,  do  not  grumble  so  much  at  the 
action  of  the  long-suffering  police  as 
they  do  of  the  behavior  of  the  hooligan 
element   of   the  crowd. 

It  is  manifest  that  while  the  women's 
constitutional  organizations  are  pro- 
gressing, further  militant  demonsU*- 
tions  will  only  exasperate  public  feel- 
ing. Indeed,  it  is  believed  that  a  raid 
after  dark  might  have  been  one  of  the 
most  regrettable:  consequence. 

Lame   Torce    of   Police 

When  the  raid  was  commenced  today, 
St  James  Park  and  the  grounds  of 
Buckingham  Palace  were  crowded  with 
police,  the  mobilization  of  1,600  men 
having  been  ordered  to  oppose  the  at- 
tempt of  the  suffragettes,  as  Mrs.  Em- 
mellne  Pankhurst,  the  leader  of  tho 
militants,  had  announced  that  sh.o  would 
lead  a  great  procession  to  the  royal 
residence.

He  took  up  a  chair  and  hit 
her  with  It,  as  he  was  afraid  she  was 
going  to  kill  him,  and  then  when  sho 
fell  he  thought  she  was  dead  and  cut 
up  the  body,  burning  it  In  the  furnace 
Of  the  house; 

He  did  this,  he  said,  because  he  was 
afraid  that  Mr.  Millard,  when  he  re- 
turned from  Victoria,  would  kill  him 
for   what   he  had   done. 

Wot   Dead   Prom   Blow 

Medical  evidence  was  brought  -  in  by 
the  crown  to  show  that  Mrs.  Millard 
was  not  dead  when  she  fell  after  the 
blow  from  the  chair,  but  that  ICong,  on 
his  own  statements,  might  have  cut  up 
her  unconscious  body.

Sir  Robert  Flnlay  argued  that  the

"The  machine  will  have  no  floats  or 
landing  chassis,  but  will  be  provided 
with  three  skids;  It  will  tloat  If  we 
come  down  on  the  water.  If  the  wings 
get  wet,  we  can  make  use  of  an  ar- 
rangement to  blow  the  petrol  and  ■oil. 
out  of  the  tankB,  which,  when  empty, 
will  keep  us  safely  afloat  until  help  ar- 
rives. 

1'You  may  tthe  it  that,  with  all  my 
experience  of  flying.  I  should  not 
have  entered  this  venture  unless  I 
thought  there  wee  a  very  good  chance 
to  carry  it  through.  We  have  been 
working  quietly  on  the  details  for 
months  past,  I  feel  sure  of  a  success- 
ful result."

In  asking  the  Government  to  disclose  Its 
proposals,  they  were  simply  asking  for 
what  had  never  been  refused  to  any  pre- 
vious House.  He  did  not  doubt  that  tho 
prime  Minister  desired  a  peaceful  settle- 
ment, but  from  first  to  last,  whenever 
he  had  made  proposals  in  that  direction, 
that  moment  he  came  up  against  his 
Parliamentary  majority.  Immediately 
his  own  views  fell  to  the  ground.

The  toast  list  was  a  short  one,  but  it 
was  midnight  before,  the  gathering  dis- 
persed. Sir  Richard  McBride  proposed 
the  toast*  to  the  visitors,  expressing  the 
hope  that  away  out  In  the  West  the 
representatives  of  a  municipality  which 
is  known  the-  world  over  as  a  model  for 
all  ethers,  would  find  much  to  appreci- 
ate and  something  to  instruct.

Pe» 
spite  the  financial  stringency  there  has' 
not  so  far  been  any  perceptible  slacken- 
ing in  progress.  The  splendid  showing 
made  in  the  growth  of  civic  works  and 
projects  has  suffered  llttles  and  the 
needs  of  the  future  have  been  well  con- 
served. 

Sir  Richard,  referring  to  the  great

The  (Board  of  Trade  has  received  a 
communication  from  the  Department  of 
Trade  *nd  Commerce  at  Ottawa  report- 
ing the  intention  of  the  Dominions 
Royal  Commission,  which  was. appointed 
hy  the  Imperial  Government  on  April 
16,  1$12,  to  visit  Canada  this  year.  It 
will  arrive  at  Sydney,  Australia,  during 
the  flrst  week  in  August,  and  from 
there  will  make  its  way  to  the  Pacific 
Coast. 

This  commission  Is  investigating 
communications,  railways  and  railawy 
finance,  natural  resources  and*  their  de- 
velopment, trade  legislation  and  gener- 
al Empire  development  and  organiza- 
tion. Sub-committees  under  each  of 
these  heads  are  divided  into  further 
committees  to  take  up  different  sub- 
jects. The  scope  of  this  commission's 
work,  It  will  be  seen,  is  extremely  wide, 
and  the  Victoria  Board  of  Trade  is 
requested  to  prepare  a  case  from  the 
local  standpoint,  which  will  be  en- 
trusted to  the  Committee  on  _  Trade, 
Commerce  and  .  Transportation.'  The 
commission  has  already  visited  and 
taken  evidence  in  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  the  results  of  which  are  pub- 
lished in  several  blue  books,  which  Con- 
tain an  enormous  amount  of  informa- 
tion. Sir  Edgar  Vincent,  K.  C,  K.  C. 
M.  Q.,  is  one  of  the  leading  members 
of  this  commission.

I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that 
he  has  dealt  with  the  matter  on  a  broad 
and  statesmanlike  basis,  which  Imparts 
to  it  an  element  of  stability  which  it 
could  not  have  possessed  under  any 
Provincial, aspect.  Canada  Is  now  com- 
mitted to  the  movement. aa  an  Integral 
part  of  the  Government  policy  in  the 
matter  of  naval  training,  and  by  pro- 
viding for  the  establishment  of  a  reserve 
force  on  the  Atlantic,  the  Pacific  and  the 
Great  Lakes,  every  part  of  the  Dominion 
Is  recognized  and  the  movement  brought 
as  close  to  the  door  of  eacli  Province,  as 
physical    conditions    will    permit.

Mr.  Wm.  Manson,  M,  P,  P., 
Gives  an  Outline  of  Satis- 
factory Conditions  Prevail- 
ing in   Northern  Sections. 


WJth  the  completion  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway  through  to 
Prince  Rupert  and  the  approaching  In- 
auguration of  a  regular  service,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  work  on  a  drydockr  „ 
Ing  In  the  vicinity  of  f 2,300,000,  Prince 
Rupert  Is  one  of  the  busiest  centres  In 
British  Columbia  at  the  present  time. 
This  Is  how  Mr.  Wm.  Manson,  M.P.P., 
representative  of  the  Skeena  district  in 
the .' Pro.vlncial.  Legislature,  described 
the  conditions  in  the  Northern  termin- 
al last  night.  He  arrived  from  the 
North  yesterday,  after  making  a  tour 
of  his  constituency  in  company  with 
an  engineer  identified  with  the  Public 
Works  Department.  They  made  a  per- 
sonal investigation  of  a  ,  number  of 
projects  which  are  proposed.'  Mr.  Man- 
son's  visit  Is  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
these  matters  up  with  the  authorities 
with  a  view  to  arriving  at  a  settlement 
if  possible.  He  declares  that,  not  only 
does  prosperity  prevail  at  Prince  Ru- 
pert, but  that  it  is  to  be  found  through- 
out   the   Skeena   River   section. 

Mr.  Manson  was  in  the  G.  T.  P.  ter- 
minal city  when  the  first  through  train 
arrived,  and  asserts  that  the  scene  at 
the  station  was  one  that  will  be  long 
remembered  by  the.  pioneer  residents. 
People  had  assembled  from  the  adjacent 
districts  to  see  the  arrival,  and  their 
enthusiasm  was  inspiring.  Now  every- 
one is  looking  forward  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  through  service.  Works  of 
importance,  he  Bays,  are  being,  prose- 
cuted with  the  utmost  dispatch.  The 
G.  T.  P.  drydock  is  going  ahead  as 
rapidly  as  men  can  handle  the  material, 
and  the  same  applies  to  the  now  post 
office,  court  house,  drill  hall  and  other 
blocks.  Every  encouragement,  also,  is 
being  given  to  the  deep-sea  fishing  in- 
dustry. Already,  Mr.  Manson  says, 
this  has.  developed  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent, but  it  is  not  advanced  anything 
like  as  far  as  is  expected  within  tho 
next  year  or  two.  The  salmon  canner- 
ies and  other  enterprises  of  the  kind, 
situated  on  the  rivers,  are  flourish- 
ing. 

.Mr.  Manson  spent  a  few  days  at 
Bella  Cools,  a  settlement  immediately 
north  of  Vancouver  Island  on  the  Main- 
land, where  he  found  the  settlers  mak- 
ing splendid  headway  in  the  develop- 
ment of  their  district.

A  Sanitary  Inspector 
The  homely  phrase,  "What's  every- 
body's business  is  nobody's  business," 
seems  to  be  applicable  to  the  case'  of 
a  Wihltary  inspector.  Xo  one  wishes  to 
ask  for  unnecessary  officials  or  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  uselessly.  Bit t  does 
anyone  believe  that  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations made  and  provided  for  the  safe- 
guarding of  the  health  of  tho  communi- 
ty are  always  observed.  Any  day,  pas- 
aers-by  may  see  berries  and  sweets  ex- 
posed to  the  dust  of  the  streets,  yet, 
who  thinks  of  interfering?  We  see 
bread  plied  «p  in  carta'  and  handled 
-carelessly,  but  we  have  become  so  used 
to  the,  sight  that  we  do  not  give  it  a. 
second  thought.  Perhaps;  flies  and  dust 
are  not  injurious,  and  soiled  hands  do 
not  hurt  the  bread.  But  that  is  not 
what  those  tell  us  who  should  know 
most  about  It. 

These  are  comparatively  trifling  mat- 
ters. There  are  others  more  serious. 
Alderman  McNeill's  suggestion  that  em- 
ployees, especially  If  they  are  girls, 
should  complain  to  the  proper  author- 
ities, was  surely  not  meant  to  be  taken 
seriously.  It  Is  the  duty  of  the  city 
to  protect  the  girls,  not  theirs  to  seek 
protection. 

•Whether  there  is  need  of  a  woman 
to  enforce  the  Jaws  of  health  or  hot,  it 
IS  imperative  that  they  should  be  en- 
forced. It  is  a  simple,  but  very  im- 
portant matter  that  the  excellent  pro- 
visions of  the  Shops  and  Factories  Act 
should  be  carried  out,  and  It  Is  tho 
duty  of  those  in  authority  to  see  that 
this  Is  done.
